WAYS AND MEANS. 


An Outline of What the Congres- 
sional Committee Will Do. 


— 


Definition of Free Trade Frank Hurd’s 
Ideas—A Conservative Course to be Pur- 
sued- The Democrats Will Meet the 
Issue. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispateh. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 26.— Every 
one interested in the future work of Con- 
gress is naturally looking towards the Ways 
and Means Committee. The chairman of the 
committee very clearly outlined to your cor- 
respondent this evening the policy of the 
leading members and the tariff revision that 
they contemplated submitting for the consid-. 
eration of the House. Mr. Morrison pro- 
posed an elaborate bill for the revision of the 
tariff, when he was Chairman of the com- 
mittee under Kerr. He has been looking 
over this bill to-day and he expressed bim- 
self as quite well satisfied with its general 
vlan. Certain details of it will have 
to be changed, however. His idea 
when he prepared the bill 


was to reduce taxation and increase the 
revenue, as the revenues were short in those 
days. He left the tax on sugar in the oli 
bill and he is nowin favor of reducing it. 
He advocated in the old bill putting a tax on 
tea and coffee, but now heis in favor of 
leaving them where they are. He thinks 
that there should be but little question about 
placing coaland lumber upon the free list. 
Every one of the Democrats on the commit- 
tee are revenue reformers,” he said, and 
they will work together harmopiously. 
Some people are very much alariaed at the 
“mere name of free-trade, but it all depends 
upon your 
DEFINITION OF FREE-TRADE. 

My definition of the term is the advocacy of 
a freedom of taxation upon the articles which 
can be classed among the necessities 
of life, while a “tariff remains upon 
the luxuries for the support of 
the Government.” He said further that the 
Government Would have to depend for some 
tweaty years yet upon the customs te pay its 
running expenses, as the receipts for inter- 
nal revenue will be needed for the purpose 
of paying pensions, interest on the bonds 
and for the gradual extinguishment of the 
national debt. 

So far as mere publicexpression goes Frank 
Hurd indicated his approval of a more 
sweeping policy than any of his associates. 
He said this evening: “What we want is 
absolute freedom of trade. It is * 
to my sense of right that any citizem should 
be debarred from spending his money where 
he can buy the cheapest. I do sot believe in 
having 4 single Guty on any foreign goods.” 

“How, then, wou! ou raise the revenue 
necessary to carry on the Government?” 

In the first place I am in faver of having 
the internal revenue system as it is new. 
Then I would favor amending the Constitu- 
tion so that States could pay the tax to the 
Government. I would nave the Goyernmeat 
tax assessed prorata upon the States, accord- 
ing to their property and not their popula- 
tion. The States could raise this tax in any 
way they pleased.

he States would, of ceurse, pay the 
amount called for under the law, 
Free trade.” Mr, Hurd continued, 
simply represents an advauced civilization, 
It is the only remedy for the depressed con- 
dition of our manufacturing trade. If the 
shackles were taken off our export trade the 
result would be an enormous increase to the 
business of the country. We would instant- 
ly become formidable competitors of Great 
ritain in all mar.ets, and with our superior 
ingenuity and facilities would be able te out- 
sell her in the markets of the world. A num- 
ber of woolen manufacturers in Boston are 
of the opinion that if they could have free 
trade they would ask no other protection 
upon their manufactured cloths.” 

Mr. Herbert of Alabama said that he did 
not care to go into details as to what the 
Ways and Means Committee 

WOULD PROBABLY DO. 

He would say, however, that he thought the 
majority of the cominitte were in favor of 
revenue rcforni—a conservative reform—not 
a revolution that would unsettle the busi- 
ness interests of the country. Tbe first 
thing,” he continued, “thatthe Democratic 
party must do to iasure success is to prove 
to the country that it is capable of managing 
wisely all of the branches of the Govern- 
ment. The question of the tariff wili be 
thoroughly discussed in the committee be- 
fore any action is taken, and I feel satisfied 
the decision of the committee will be con- 
servative and will meet with the general ap- 

rovai of the public. We would gain noth- 
ng by delaying the work of the tariff re- 
form. My position on that subject is known, 
as well as that of every Democrat 
in the House, and whether we begin now or 
postpone our attacks the monopolists and 
high protectionists will beagainst us. If we 
should postpune action we would be the 
laughing stock of the country. There may 
be danger in an open tariff issue, but it is the 
only safe course for us to pursue, The issue 
has been made and the Democratic party 
might as well meet it now as next year.” 

SPEAKER CARLISLE

The funeral of John Conway and Mike 
Kéhoe, members of the Board of Under- 
writers, Salvage Corps, who perished miser- 
ably in the Christmas eve fire, on Fourta 
street, while at the post of duty, took place 
this afternoon, attracting one of the largest 
throngs that have ever sought to honor the 
memory of two brave men. In the vicinity 
of Eighth and O’ Fallon streets, where Kehoe 
lived. and in the neighborhood of 1419 North 
street, where Conway resided, the streets were 
actualy crowded with people, intent upon 
securing a glimpse of the imposing cortege 
which escorted the remains of the firemen to 
St. Patrick's Church. Mauy distinguished 
citizens, city officials and others were 
noticed in the throng. A sad scene was 
noted at either house, where relatiyes were 
wildly proclaiming their grief. 

THE FLOBAL TRIBUTES 

were many and beautiful. Prominent upon 
each handsome casket was a magnificent de- 
sign of The Gates Ajar,”’ seut by the late 
associates of the dead men, on the Satwage 
Corps. A floral rape with the word Rest“ 
and a cross of white roses was also laid upon 
each coffin by the members of the corps. 

The members of the Hayes truck 
(life saviog corps) laid a beautiful 
anchor upon Conway's bier, and a large croas 
upon that of Kehoe, 

De Soto Lodge, No. 897, of the American 
Legion of Honor, of which Conway was a 
member, contributed a very large and beau- 
tiful pillew, upon the white ground of which 
appeared the name and number of the lodge. 

4 very large pillow of immertelies, 
with the name Mike“ in blue flow- 
ers, the whole surmounted by a deve, 
was the tribute of Kehoes’ associates. 
It was very handsome. John R. Triplett 
sent in memory of his frieud, a beautiful 
cross and pitlar. The members of the Sal- 
vage Corps sent a cross and pillar to each 
dead comrade. 

Capt. Charles Evans and Chief Sexton had 
a general eye to the arrangement vf the sad 
procession. It was after two o’ciock when 
the cortege, one of unparalled length, slowly 
took up its way to St. Patrick’s Church.

off from the other men, In my last 
attempt to save him, I was in with him 
some four or five minutes. The fire by this 
time was coming up around his legs from 
the cellar in thick, heavy flames. The smoke 
was so dense I nearly fainted. I asked him 
if any of his bones were broken and he said 
No.“ He was very cool. He spoke without 
a tremor. I said to him at last, ‘Conway, 1 
can’t do any more!’ Tears filled my eyes. 
I then shook with him, 
and he said. ‘Gond-bye, ou 
might as well go now!’ These were his last 
words. I caught a glimpse of his face sev- 
eral ee as the flash of the flames from be- 
neath Ii hted up the room. Oh! It was a 
hard sight! He was a game man! He turned 
his head after me as I went out of the west 
front door for the last time. I left him calm- 
ly sitting with his back near the partition of 
the north wall. I fought my way cutside 
and Kept a stream of water playing for hours 
afterwards.”

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THE PECK-CHOUTEAU SUIT, 


Lively Personalities Introduced Into 
the Evidence To-Day. 

The trial of the Peck-Chouteau case was 
resumed before Judge “Horner and a special 
jury this morning. The defense opened their 
side of the case by the introduc- 
ton on the stand of United States 


District Attorney William H. — 
Mr. Bliss testified that he was Assistan 
United States District Attorney in 1875 and 
and that he assisted in the prosecution of the 
whisky cases. He kpew Mr. Barnett H. 
gelke at that time. d not remember that 
ne bad any intercourse with Mr. Engelke at 
that time. Mr. Engelke was a witness for 
the prosecution in some of the whisky cases; 
was @ Witness in the McKee case. Mr. Bliss 
had no personat knowledge of any 
negotiations had by Mr. Engelke 
wiru the Government looking towards his 
turning State’s evidence in Consideration of 
being permitted to go free. Col. D. F. Dyer 
on the stand admiited that he (Dyer) had 
been a Colonel. Was United States District 
Attorney from May, 1875, to July, 1876, Mr. 
Eugelke was put on the stand in the whisk 
cases by the Goverument. Could pot say in 
how many cases he testified; in every 
case in which he did testify hea was 
ut on the stand by the vernment. 
Tus witness was asked if he knew how it 
happened that Engeike was permitted to 
withdraw his plea of guiity and tu go on the 
stand ior the prosecution. The question was 
objected to and the objection was sustained. 
On cross-examination Col. Dyer was asked if 
Mr. Engelke’s veracity asa witness was over 
questioned and he replied that it was not, 
Continuing his statement, Col. Dyer said: 
“I mrst became acquainted with Mr. 
Engelke after I came to St. Louis. In the 
examination of the whisky frauds 1 came 
across Mr. Engelke. In the trials afterwards 
Engelke was used as a witness for the Gov- 
ernment. I had occasion, in connection with 
tue trials, to examine the reputations of a 
number of people alleged to be connected 
with them. Among others. I looked into the 
reputation of Mr. Engelke. If i had thought 
or suspected that he was nota truthful man 
I should not have used him.“ Col. Dyer 
said further that he believed that many citi- 
zens hal been drawn into the whisky ring 
conspiracy by the Government officers who 
had originated the fraud, aud that he 
thought these citizens ought to be treated 
with leniency. Much testimony which the 
defense Offered to introduce was ruled out. 
At the conclusion of the examination of 
Col, Dyer, Dr. Jas. M. Leete was put on the 
stand and luterrogated concerning the gener- 
al reputation in St. Louis in 1882 and for sev- 
eral years prior to that time of Mr. Chas.H. 
Peck. Dr. Leete’s answers were extremely 
guarded. He said that the impression he 
vathered from a arge number 
of conversations concerning Mr. Peck 
which he had overheard was that Mr. Peck’s 
reputation for honesty and integrity of char- 
acter was not good. Questions concernin 
Mr. Peck’s connection with the building o 
his house on Vandeventer place and Grand 
avenue were ruled On cross- 
examination, Dr. said he 
was a brother-in-law of Mr. Edwin Harri- 


son of Chouteau, Harrison & Valie, 
and that Mr, Charies P. Chouteau was a 
member of that firm. Dr. Leete holds 


shares of stock in the corporation, as also 
in the Iron Mountain Company, of which he 
and Mr. Chouteau are of the Board of 
Directors. ‘The persons whom he heard 
discussing Peck’s reputation were Doctors 
DeBar, Kennard and Newman.

It is given to few men 
di get a whole education. Most of us must 
choose between that half of an education 
which comes from books and study and that 
other half which comes from dealing with 
men and life, and it is. fortunate for the 
country that its press is in the hands of men 
whose halfofan education represents the 
practical side instead of the theoretical 
side. 

The best type of a half-educated editor 
this country has ba‘ is its first great editor, 
BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, a man who 
had rendered great public service and 
risen to unquestioned eminence before the 
college-bred men of his day had had 
a chance to sneer at his half-education—for 
he had no other education save that which 
is given in the great university of hfe. 

The humble admirer and imitator of 
FRANKLIN, HORACE GREELEY, was emphat- 
ically a half-¢ducated man. He held the other 
half of education in contempt; be did not 
even know the value of college training; he 
exclaimea: “Of all horrid cattle, deliver me 
from a college graduate.” Yet it was true 
that the great work of his life, an achieve- 
ment second only to FRANKLIN’6,could have 
been done only by one trained in the hard 
school of poverty and self-help, not by any 
graduate from learned halls. . 

It is not in the editorial profession alone 
that the half-educated men have made a 
record they need not be ashamed of. If we 
were to take out of the history of our coun- 
try’s growth and progress the sum total of 
what has been done by the half-educated 
men of the world, it would leave but a smal! 
residuum to the half-educated men of the 
colleges who are disposed to think that there 
is no education except a college education. 
The half-educated men who edit the news- 
papers have nothing to fear from a compari- 
son with the half-educated men who repre- 


sent the colleges.

“Yes, and if, for sixty years, a man will work 
from before daylight until after night,work In all

WHY SHOE A HORSE? 


Reasons Against the Custom by Pre 
fessor J. G. Wood, : 
From tlie Boston Globe.

Mr. Wood considered the horse from a scien- 
tific 1 in great detail. iilustrating 
his subject by drawings on the blackboard. 
He said it was a remarkable fact that while 
tiug a valu- 
able ma hine to the care of any bu an edu- 
cated mechanic, they were accustomed to 
permit that much more intricate machine, 
the borse, to be taken charge of by men who 
were totally ignorant of the animai’s real 
structure or constitution. Nobody ought to 
be allowed to have charge of a horse unle 
like the driver of a steam engine, he had 
passed a previous examination showing his 
Uineas for the work. The weakest point of 
a horse was almost invariab! lo 
the hoofs of the fore legs. xami- 
nation of the hoofs of the horse 
disclosed the fact that they were of the 
most delicate and intricate structure; While 
the common 1 — of the horseshoer 
seemed to consi them as a solid Jump of 
horn hung at the end of the horse’s leg for 
tne express purpese of having an iron shve 
nailed upon it. The only horse of mature 
aze it had been his fortune to see which had 
never worn a shoe was the war-horse of the 
late King Theodore of Abyssinia, and the 
hoof of that horse was in a most perfect stato 
of preservation. The foreleg of the horse 
was a modified form of the arm of a man 
aud the hoof had a modification of the hand 
witu the fugers consolidated. The bottom 
vf the hoof was meant to be worn away 
and as iast as it goes its place was supplic 
from above. Man's “happy thoughts” in 
the shape of expedients to improve on the 
Original hoot have been extremely poor. An 
enormous amount ef blood is circulated 
through the hoof for the sole purpose o 
supplying the waste; bat by our system o 
shoeing ii is diverted from its purpose and 
gives rise ro diseases, The horse needs no 
shoe at all. It oniy impairs its usefulness 
and shortens its days. It was oniy ignorance 
which believed that the horse in iis native 
state ran on soft turf where shoes were not 
necessary. The horse came from Central 
Asia, from a roeky and sandy soil, and if it 
needed shoeing at all, would need it in its 
wild state. Were it not forthe shoes the 
foottall of a horse would be as soft as those 
of an elephant.

‘Undiguified Warfare. 

The Cincinnati papers still continue their 
warfare on the base-ball field of controversy 
and the most extravagant personalities are 
indulged in. Neither the American Associa- 
tion nor the Union Association clubs in that 
city are benefited by grotesque; descriptions 
of the personal appearnce of the respective 
reporters of the Commercial-Gazette and 
Enquirer, and the readers care but little 
abeut such matters, and the sooner they get 
into another strain of controversy the better 
it will be for them and the more interest the 
public will take in their differences. The 
Enquirer’s latest effort is a very model in 
the personal line and it is reproduced, at 
least some portions of it which are not too 
strong for the average stomach: 


“He looks like he had been prematurely 
born and had never outgrown it. To hear 
this emaciated ghost unload his spleen on 
the public one would think he was an Apol- 
lo, Heisfarfrom it, and the only thing

This wart on the profession, who 
imagines himself the peer of the best writers 
of ancient and modern times, calls the writer 
of these lines Sir Walter ‘Ranley.’ It would 
be well for this briefless barrister the next 
time he indulges in historical references to 
obtain proper information on the subject be- 
fore he flaunts his ignorance before the pub- 
lic. It may be, however, that he referred to 
some one else than Queen Bess’ favorite, as 
inquiry among some of the old-timers devel- 
oped the fact that there was a Walter Rahley 
played with an obscure club some timein the 
fifties. This break in orthography refects 
great credit on so learned an individual, who 
takes every occasion to air his superiority(’).

The Cleveland Club. 
As the status of the Cleveland Club has 
excited much remark and interest in view of 
existing conditions, the following will be 
found of interest:
